GOOD DEMONSTRATION 
LACKED EXCITEMENT 


City Officials Watch Tapping of Water 
Main Under Full Pressure 


In the presence of oity officials a 
perfect demonstration was made yes- 
terday afternoon of the new watermain 
tapping apparatus purchased by Wat- 
erworks Superintendent A. McLean. 
Without turning off the water, one of 
the two 42-inch mains on oFurth street 
was tapped at-Calgary avenue and a 
42-inch mainlead off from it. The piece 
of pipe taken from the main was 
brought out with the machine show- 
ing the cut to have been made as clean 
as could have been done in a machine 
shop. The net results of the work 
was interesting, but the demonstration 
in itself was anything but exciting. A 
little more than an hour and a half was 
occupied in the process, during which 
time the city officials stood around the 
excavation made in reaching the waler- 
main and watched two waterwork 
employes work a couple of ratchels. 
Cigars were not suficient to keep. feet 
warm and at the conclusion of the 
demonstration much of the warmth of 
admiration and satisfaction felt at the 
mechanical short cut to a desired end 
was dampered by the chill of atmos- 
phere and frosty ground, Cutting a 
watermain without turning the water 
off as accomplished in two hours with 
the aid of mechanical devices is a de- 
parture fro mthe old method of ham- 
mer and cold chisel. The latter method 
occupied a day and necessitated the 
shutting off of the water and render- 
ing several blocks without the neces- 
sary fluid during the day. The water- 
works department has bought two pipe 
machines, one culling up to 12 inch 
pipe and the other up to eight inch. 
The big one was used yesterday. 

Those who witnessed the demonstra_ 
tion yesterday are thoroughly satisfied 
that the waterworks superintendent has 
been in sore need of such inachines for 
some time,

RADICALS THEMSELVES APPA 
BY STATE OF BRITISH LEGISLATION 


House of Lords !s Given But a Fortnight to Consider Three 


of the Most Important Measures Ever Brought 
Before the Country 


London, Dee, 44-—Even the most 
stalwart fiadicals are appalled at the 
state of things on the eva of the clos- 
ing of the present parliament. 

The government has flung at the 
Ifouse of Lords, a national insuranee 
bill, directly affecting from 15,000,000 
to 20,000,000 workers, Which had been 
adorned with 470 amendments in its 
penultimate stage in the House of 
Commons, a majority of which were 
entirely undebaled. ‘ 

With this go the naval prize bill 
which was whipped through the 
House of Commons, with a majority of 
47, the mines bill and the budget. 
For the consideration of these Im- 
porlant measures, the Lords have only 
a fortnight. 

The latter point that when Lords’ 
velo was destroyed the government 
explicitly disavowed the idea of a 
single chamber. The government de- 
clared that. the Lords retained the 
power of revision as well as delaying 
legislation. In face of the fact that 
they are allowed only two days for

In the main the bill places in the 
form of a legal enactment the 
toms universally recognized today, It 
provides that all vehicles meeting on a 
publie highway shall turn out to the 
right; and that a vehicle overtaking 
another shall turn out to the left. 
Audible warning must be given by the

CORRUPTION 
eillG ELECTIONS 


BILL NOW BEING CONSIDERED IN 
LEGISLATURE PROVIDES FOR 
HEAVY FINE AND DIS- 
FRANCHISEMENT 


Drastic provisions for the prevention 
of corrupt practices in municipal elee- 
tions are contained in a bill whieh will 
be brought up for second reading in 
the legislature today. A iine of $100 
and costs, and disfranchisement for a 
period of two years are the penalties to 
which any person convicted of bribery 
will be subjected, The alternative to 
the payment of the fine will be im- 
prisonment for a period not exceeding 
thirty days. A record of convicted per- 
sons will be kept by the clerk of the 
municipality concerned, 

The actual personal expenses of a 
candidate, his expenses for actual bona 
flde professional services, and printing 
and advertising, are held to be lawfully 
Incurred, ‘The spending of money in 
practically any other way to secure 
the defeat or passagéof a “municipal 
bylaw, is made illegal and punishable 
through the courts, 

The giving or lending of money, or 
its acceptance, either before or after 
an election, for the purposes of in- 
fluencing the vuteome at the polls, is 
bribery under the act, 

Any successful candidate who may 
be convicted of bribery, shall forfeit 
his seat and be ineligible for eleetion 
for a period of four years. 

Election protests may be tried be- 
fore a judge, Reasonable cause for 
trial must be shown within a period of | 
six weeks from the time of the election | 
in which it is alleged corruption has | 
been used. If at the trial the judge} 
decides that another person than the} 
one Whose eleetion is” protested, is | 
entitled to the seat, a direction ta this 
effeet may be given,
